COMMITTED IN MANY YEARS AT 


CHICAGO. 


OVER $76,000 WORTH OF STAMPS 


Stolen During the Night—The Rob- 


bery Resembled the Recent 


I Smelter Robbery.

Chicago, Dot 21.—One of the boldest 


and most successful postofflce rotttter- 
tes in the history of the United States 
was committed last night, when one 
of the three great .vaults in the 'tem- 
porary postoffiee wae entered and |76,- 


620 in stamps stolen. 


Several postoffioe employes are* un- 


• fler surveillance and a number of ar- 
rests are expected during tho day. The 
robbery resernbke in many respects 
the recent Selby Smelter robbery in 


California. 


The east end of the postoffloe rests 


on piles, the space from the floor to 
the ground being boarded up. Through 
the one small door on the dark lak« 
front side entrance was effected by 
ithe robbers and 300 foot walk found 
them a* the side of the vaults. With 
little danger of being observed, and a 
place.where the noise of the drilling 
could not be heard, they worked, it is 
believed, at leas: three days on the 
steel and brick work at the blase of th© 
vault. Ninety-two holes were drilled 
into one of the i\late>3 after the b'ricks 
had been removed. 'An aperture about 
three by two feet was made, through 


>vhich the robbers climbed and helped 
themselves to the valuable contents of 
the immense steel case. Pounds upon 
pounds of (stamps .were taken out and 
loaded into a wagon. 
, 


That the men were not discovered in 


their work and escape is a mantel 
considering the fact that scores of 
men were working on the floor above 
and that 
numerous 
policemen pa- 


trolled the inside and outside of the 
imi'lding. There was a watchman 20 
feet awaj from the door from which 
the robbers must have made their 
exit. 


The robbery was not discovered un- 


til some time after 8 o'clock this morn- 
ing when the cashier op>3ned the vault. 
He found a box on the floor and unon 
removing it discovered the hole. Up- 


g on this box are numerous finger marks 


which the detectives believe will aid 
them, in running down the criminals. 


Postofflce officials hielieve the cash 


vault was the objective and .that in the 
darkness Jthe rob'beia mistook .the 
stamp vault for the .great .treasure 
box. 'Had they been successful in en- 
tering the cash vault they would have 
secured between. ..$200,000 and $300,- 
000. 


Postmaster Coyne is responsible un- 


der band for the amount of the rob- 
bery but it is probable that Congress 
iwi'll reimburse him. It la the largest 
stamp robbery on record.

Catching the pickpocket b'y the 
right arm, he swung him around to 
his left arm again and said "Dan, will 
you walk or ride? I am going to head- 
quarters." 


With an oath Foley jerked a" revol- 


ver 
evidently from his right coat 


pocket, and fired two shots, pressing 
the revolver 
the seeond time1 into 


Crim's right side btelow the nippfle. 
The first shot missed but the second 
ranging down penetrated* vital parts, 
and inflicted probably a fatal wound. 
Crim, paralyzed with pain could not. 
pull his own revolver but pointed to 
Foley, and cried to call out. Foley 
turned and ran .westward, while Ed. 
Boahan, porter at the Palace Hotel, 
grasped Crim as he was falling into 
the istreet and helped him to Weather- 
heads. 'Foley ,was captured a few 
minutes later by officers Howard and 
Haley. Foley ourned on them and 
pointed his still smoking revolver at 
first one officer and then at the other 
backed his way west on Sixth etreet 
Two shots_were fired at him, before the 
officers could grapple with him. He 
refused to talk at Central Police sta- 
tion, but his air of bravado had left 
him and he wag locked up, charged I 
with shooting to kill. 


Ht was in fhe Pearl Bryan case that

mott gained national fame. 


At tho hospital it was found that 


the bullet had entered the right breast, 
and plowing a hole one and one-half 
inches wide had itaken a downward 
course, penetrating the lower lobe of 
tho lung and liver.

A t'nlane Plant. 


Those who indulge in the luscious 


peanut, or groundnut, will be interest- 
ed to learn what was said of this com- 
modity at the Kew York botanical 
garden recently. As the name peanut 
indicates, it is a member of the pea 
family and Is not a nut at all, but just 
as much a "pea in the pod" as any pea 
or bean. 
The curious fact about 


groundnuts is their burrowing habit. 


The plant looks very much like clover, 


but has a small bloom, from which 
descends a long filament carrying the 
embryo peanut 
3S~o sooner does this 


touch the sandy ground in which the 
plant grows than it develops into the 
nut as we know it 


With the sharp, hard point of the 


shell tbe nut works its way down into 
the sandy soil and continues attached 
to the parent plant by the little fila- 
ment, through which it nourishes its 
parent in dutiful fashion. The reason- 
ing instinct of tbe plants is interesting, 
for should it happen that an obstruc- 
tion is placed in the way of tbe infant 
peanut or if the sand should be dug 
away at the place it had planned to 
enter the earth it will give up the effort 
and die. 


Intelligence of Animal*. 


Paul B. Du Chaillu, the explorer, says 


there is no doubt that animals talk in 
certain ways among themselves. 
In 


Africa he has beard gorillas laugh and 
guffaw when they came to rob a man's 
field and found that elephants bad al- 
ready destroyed everything as if they 
appreciated the joke on themselves. 
Again he heard a gorilla which had 
found some choice berries call another 
that was a long way oft". He s.iw 
monkeys apparently deliberate for a 
long time before making some move. 
These animals, by the way, rarely 
drink water, but eat juicy berries and 
fruits instead.

safety

All poultry, but 
especially young poultry, either chick- 
ens, ducks or turkeys, will very quick- 
ly show -in the flavor of the flesh any 
food that has a strong odor. They, do 
so more quickly than do fowls because 
the latter pass off much "of the flavor 
in their-eggs. Therefore such food as 
onions, turnips, cabbage, fish and de- 
coying meat should be carefully kept 
away from them for at least two 
weeks before they are killed.

Chemists tell us that cheese is one of 


the inos,t nutritious and at the same 
time one 0'" the cheapest of foods, lib 
nutritive vine is greater than" meat. 
while its cost is much less. But tln^ 
'chcmica) a;pect of the matter does not 
express th*"- real value of the cheese as 
a food. Cl'fese is eaten not because of 
its uutritivg value as expressed by the 
amount, ot proteids. fats and carbohy- 
drates that it contains, but always be- 
cause of it? flavor. 


Xow, physiologists do not find that 


flavor has <tny food value. They teach 
over and over again thnt our foodstuff f 
are proteids.fats and carbohydrates and 
thnt as food flavor plays absolutely no 
part. But nt the same time they tell us 
that the bcdy would be unable to live 
upon these foodstuffs were it not for 
the flavors. If one were compelled to 
eat pure food without flavors, like the 
white of an egg. it is doubtful whether 
one could'for a week at a time consume1 
a sufficiency of food to supply his bod- 
Hj needs. Flavor is as necessary as nu- 
triment. I* gives a zest to the food and 
thus enables us to consume it properly. 
and, secondly, it stimulates the glands 
to secrete, so that the toods may be 
satisfactorily digested and assimilated. 


The whole ait of cooking, the gre:it 


development of flavoring products, 1he 
high pi ices paid for special foods like 
lobsters and oysters— these and numer- 
ous other factors connected with food 
supply and production are based solely 
upon this demand for flavor. Flavor is 
a necessity, but it is not particularly 
important >\bat the flavor mny be. This 
is shown by the fact that different peo- 
ples have such different tastes in this 
respect. The garlic of the Italian and 
the red popper of the Mexican serve- 
the same purpose as the vanilla which 
we put in our ice cream, and all play 
the part of giving a relish to the food 
and stimulating the digestive organs to 
proper activity.— Professor H. W. Corn 
in Popular Science Monthly.

Swallowed Morphine, Jabbed a Hat- 


pin Into His Keck and Turned oil 
the Gas, but He Still Lives—State- 
ments Made by Both Parties Who 
For Years Led Dual Lives. 
Chicago, Oct. 21.—A dual tragedy 


with sensational features was enacted 
in this city. While grieving over 
the 
double 
life she was leading 


Chicago dentist, Mrs. Charlotte Ni- 
chol, wife of W. L. Nichol, Jr., com- 
mercial agent of the Nashville, Chat- 
tanooga and St. Louis railroad, commit- 
ted suicide in the Marlborongh hotel. 
Burnett also tried to end his life at 
the same time, but was unsuccessful. 
The two were found in their rooms, 
both stretched across the bed, the 
•woman dead and Burnett with his 
neck pierced with a hat pin, a bottle 
of morphine clutched in his hand and 
the gas turned on from every one of 
the six jets in the suite. Dr. Burnett 
is still alive and has been arrested. 
In one of the rooms was found a note 
written by the woman which told her 
reason for the act 
She s^id: "To 


whom it may concern: I did it because 
I loved him better than anything on 
earth and he loved me and we could 
not be separated. Goody. Charlotte." 


The note, supplemented 
with a 


statement made by Dr. Burnett, tells 
of the tragedy enacted by the two 
lovers. According to the 
dentist's 


story he met Mrs. Nichol while yet a 
young girl in Nashville, Tenn., and 
fell in love with her. Burnett moved 
to Chicago and married several years 
afterward. 
"Our love is still strong 


for each other," said Burnett, "and 
she moved to Chicago to be near. We 
were together nearly every day. There 
seemed, however, to be a constant re- 
morse on her part on account of the 
dual life she was leading. Saturday 
we went down town together, and 
after several drinks she proposed sui- 
cide to me, and we went to the Marl- 
borough hotel and she produced a bot- 
tle of morphine she had hidden in her 
dress. She again asked me to die 
with her and I consented. 
Then she 


swallowed nearly all the contents of 
the bottle and handed it to me. I 
drank what was left, but believing 
that I had not taken enough to prove 
fatal, I tried to end my life by stick- 
ing the hat pin into my neck. I saw 
this was also going to be a failure, so 
I turned all the gas on and laid down 
to die." 


Burnett stated that his wife knew 


nothing of his attachment for Mrs. 
Nichol. 
A policeman who was sent 


to the Nichol home to notify Mr. Ni- 
chol of the tragedy found. no one 
there but the two little children of 
•the dead woman, one. a -boy of 8 and 
the other a little girl of 4 years. They 
told the policeman that their father 
was out looking for their mother. 


Outbreak Feared* 


Paris, Oct. 21. — Two meetings of 


the delegates of the miners' federa- 
tion were held at St. Etienne without 
any decision being reached upon the 
question of the threatened strike. An- 
other meeting is being held. Mean- 
while the papers are devoting col- 
umns to the situation, and generally 
taking a gloomy view. Dispatches 
from Montceaux Les Mines say that 
while the place is outwardly quiet the 
feeling is such that a very slignt inci- 
dent would be likely to lead to an out- 
break of violence among the 8,000 
miners in the locality. These are di- 
vided into two factions—the "reds," 
who favor a strike, and the "yellows," 
who are opposed to such a step. .The 
prefect, who has forbidden the sale of 
arms throughout the department, seiz- 
ed two cases of muskets at St. Etienne 
that were on their way to Montceaux 
Les Mines. 
It is asserted that both 


factions 
are already supplied with 


guns and revolvers, which they have 
concealed in their homes. 


Lake Steamer Aground. 


Detroit, Oct. 21.—The passenger 


steamer City of Cleveland of the De- 
troit and Cleveland line ran on a TOCK 
during a heavy fog. just east of Bal- 
lard's reef, and stove a large hole in 
her 
bottom 
amidships. The water 


rushed in with great force and the 
steamer gradually filled until she rest- 
ed on bottom, with, however, 
her 


main deck 
still above water. The 


shock was so slight that none of the 
40 passengers, who were asleep in their 
berths, was awakened, and there, was 
no alarm. Many of them did not know 
of the accident nntil they were arous- 
ed to get aboard the steamer News- 
boy and proceed to Detroit, whsre 
they were landed. 


Caught by the Cowcatcher. 


Bowling Green, Ky., Oct. 21.—Philip 


Hay, a wealthy citizen, was killed by 
a freight train striking his buggy at a 
railroad crossing. In the buggy with 
him were his 18-months-old 
grand- 


daughter, Leila Jenkins, with her col- 
ored nurse, Georgia Jenkins. 
When 


the train struck the buggy the cushion 
with the nurse and baby was caugh, 
in the cowcatcher, where the colored 
girl heroically held to the baby until 
the train ran 150 yards and was stop- 
ped. Both were found uninjured. 


Steamer Founders. 


Buffalo, Oct. 21. — The vessel that 


foundered in Saturday morning's gale 
off Long Point was the steamer Swal- 
low, lumber laden, bound from Emer- 
son, Lake Superior to Buffalo. 
The 


crew of 10 men were taken off the 
steamer by her consort, the wooden 
barge Manitou, with great difficulty. 
The Northern Pacific barge Walter 
Scranton picked up the Manitou and 
towed her into port.

bone.

on the left side of his body. 


Wing and Senator Foraker were pas- 


sengers on a B., C. & Z. train last sum- 
mer to Caldwell, and the Senator ask-

laving seen him at work at the sum- 
mit of a high steeple in Cincinnati a 
'c\< years ago. 


During the conversation Wing re- 


marked that as soon as he had saved 
enough money he intended to quit the 
work, inspiring a reply from Senator 
Foraker: "On the other hand. I ex- 
pect to pick up the 
morning paper 


some time and read of your death." 
Wing took exception to the statement 
saying that he 
did not 
believe he 


would be killed in a fall as people gen- 
erally presumed he would eventually 
die.
